Mr Avery Brundage, in a 
tetter to the annual meeting of 
the Australlan Olympic Federa- 
tlon, warned tonight that all 
nutions must eliminate not only 
athletes who are not amateurs, 
but also those who intend 'o 
turn professional after the 
Qiymples. + 

Mr Brundage, president of 
the International Olympic 
Commite, wrote that he was 
greatly disturbed to find a 
tendency to use the Olympics as 
a stepping stone to careers in 
professional sport. 

“This, of course, is o gross 
misuse of the Games and 
Indicates a complete misconcep- 
tlon of the Olympic movement,” 
wrote Mr Brundage. 

“All nationa} Olympic com- 
mittees are requested to screen 
their competilors more care- 
fully. It is their responsibility 
to be certain that all compcti- 
tors representing thetr country 
are amiteurs complying with 
Olympic rules.” 

In agreeing to 
rules rigidly, the Australian 
Olympic Federation stated: “It 
ia tmportant that Australian 
dignity and reputation be

New type of equipment, 
which uncoils, straightens 
and feeds metal strip to 
the power press, has been 
developed and_ is being 
made by Press Equipment, 
Ltd, Hunter's ale, 
Birmingham 19, England. 

The machine will decd up to 
00 fect per minute accurately in 
sequence with the stroking of

This is effected by inducing 
the straightened strip into a bow 
between o stop mm the tools and 
the output rolls of the machine.

Flower That Is’' 


| Death To Insects 


NO VALVES IN NEWRADIO, POWER | 


' By. ANTHONY LAVERS : 

One and a half conturies have passed 
since a Dalmatian woman, sweeping out her 
home, noticed some dead insects among 
a bunch of wild flowers. Little did. she 
know that her discovery would lead to the 
growth of a flourishing industry in a- 
country which in those days was an un- 
mapped part of Africa. 


The plant wns pyrethrum, a 
daisy-like relative of the chry- 
santhemum which yields an 
extract deadly to mosquitocs, 
fies and almost every other 
known insect. One of the 
world'a bi. producers today 
is Konya where the world’s frst 
laboratories devoted = specifically 
to pyrethrum= research were 
recently ned by the 
Govermor, Sir Evelyn Baring. 


ever, retnined its knock-down 
effect, When this was reatised 
the pyrethrum growers found 
fresh hope for the future. 


Pyrethrum Is grown between 
6,000 and 9.000 fect. and does 
best at altitudes over 8,000 fect. 
The flower blooms for nine 
months of the year in’ the 
Kenya highlands. 


PICKING BY HAND 


In the laboratories, which are 
housed in a handsome, two- 
storey building In the centre of 
Nalcuru, skilled British chemists 
and a staff of highly trained 
Buropean and African laboratory 
assistants will tert 12,000 flower 
samples a year. The samples are 
sem in by farmers, and from 
them the rato of  payment— 
which depends on the extract 
content of the flower — {9 
determined, 


Pyrethrum farming Is one of 
the most difficult nogricultural 
tasiss in Kenya, Picking of 
flowers must be done by hand 
to achleve high yields, for there 
is a critical picking neriod for 
each plant. African women and 
children do most of the picking. 


At the opening of the new 
laboratories was Kenya's Mini- 
eter of Agriculturc, Mr Michacl 
Blundell, who js himself a 
pyrethrum grower, He told 
farmers at the ceremony of 
plans for yot another devclop- . 
ment of the Industry—the 
buliding of an extraction vlant 
in Nokuru td produce the 
insecticide on the spot. Mem- 
bors of tho Pyrethrum Board 
unanimously agreed to impose 1 
tax on their produce to ralsc 
£100,000 towards the cost of a 
£200,000 extraction plant. 


GOVERNING BODY 


The whole organisation 
owned and controlled by 
Industry’s governing body, 
Pyrethrum Board of Kenya, 


In building the lJaboratories 
the Board has sct out to deve- 
lop new uses for the extract, 
known as pyrethrin, which has 
held its own tn the fuce of 
sCvere competition from the 
chemical insecticides discovered 
in the past 16 years, 


When insect-killers, such as 
DDT, appeared on the market, 
there .were forecusts of doom 
for the pyrethrum industry.

Among the most encouraging 
developmenty in recent years 
has been the use of pyrethrum 
for insecticidal sprays, At an 
experiment carried out on a 
dairy farm in Britain it was 
found that o large milking shed 
of about 80,000 cubic feet was 
elfectively “fogged” with In- 
secticide in about five minutes. 
Every fly on or near the cattle 
was killed, 


The spray ustd consisted of 
1.3 per cent pyrethrin in odour- 
less Iccrosene, It had no effect 
on ‘the cows or the farm~hands, 
and its cost worked out at about 
one pemy baifpenny per 1,000 
cubia feet per day.
